On touching ,,t Civita V ecchia, w e 
learned that the great lion o f the place w as Gaspari-ii 
T h is notorious robber had been a m ost daring and sue- 
cessfu l captain o f banditti, and had, fur a series o f years 
held all travellers passing through the scen es o f his ope-’ 
which ektended from the P ontine M arshes, by 
T erraciaa and F onde, to M ola de G aeta. in the kingdotn 
o f iNaplos. and even the inhabitanls o f those distric“«, in 
the greatest terror. 
It w as 
determ ined to visit the 
m onster in bis den, and a large cortège w as soon form ed. 
A s this celebrated personage lived in state, insom uch 
that his abode w as a castle, and he 
a state prisoner, 
eonie m eans o f procuring an introdaction w ere tieces.sa- 
ry. 
A note from these 
illu.strious diplom atists to the 
G overnor succeeded in gaining us an adm ission to an 
audience o f liie ex-sovereign o f the R oyal liig h w a y a .__ 
T h e privilege, h ow ever, o f the private entree, w hich 
th ese exalted strangers enjoyed at kingly courts, w as o f 
no avail here. 
T h e entrance to tho castle keep w as 
through a series o f gates, secured by lock s, bars, and 
bolts, and, from one being closed ere the next w as 
op en ed , w e w ere, in su ccession, a sort o f interiiiediale 
prisoners ourselves.

o f his com panions In iniquity ; there being 
tw o in 
each , all except the chief. 
H e had been indulged w ith a 
pair

com rades as com pany. 
VVe hastened to iiis abode, and 
on our surrounding the entrance, Ga9p..riiii cam e forth, 
nothing daunted by so m any strangers staring at Itim.— 
H e returned glance for glance with a quick wandering 
ey e. 
In his person or appearance 
there 
w as nothing 
rem arkably striking, so that 
in first beholding this so 
redoubted character a fi;eling o f disappointm ent seem ed 
to prevail ; his tlress too had none o f lliat guy and gro­ 
tesque style in w hich Italian b.inditti are usually repre­ 
sented , or as is seen show ing ofl’the at the carnival at 
R om e ; but 
w as o f the com m on black, bluish-w hite, 
w oollen stuff o f the country. 
H e w as a m iddle-sized, 
elderly m an, stooped a 
good d eal, w as 
not stout, but 
m uscular ; his features w ere rather offl sra.ill cast, with 
high cheek bones ; his dark grey eyes w ere quick and 
penetrating, with a crafty, cunning look. 
But his coun­ 
ten ance, although indicating a warm and fiery tem per, 
and considerably 
marked 
by blue 
spots o f gun p ow ­ 
d er, had nothing m onstraus or decidedly ferocious in it. 
A t tim es w hen ho spoke, he assum ed a m ost sardonic 
■mile, show ing his teeth: he had smuli w hite w hiskers, 
but his hair w as long and grizzly ; he freely entered in­ 
to conversation with us and readily answered every ques­ 
tion, but in sliott, abrupt sen ten ces, m aking a stop at 
tim es betw een each, as if w aiting to observe what im ­ 
pression his confession o f som e atrocity had m ade upon

H e informed us, that he had originally possessed a 
a sm all farm in a wild part o f the country, and that the 
principal cause ol his success and celebrity w as owiii" 
to his exteasive accurate know ledge o f tlte country, he 
being familiar with tlie m ost intricate passes and defiles 
proper for am buscade or attack, and the m ost hidden 
recesses in the itiouutains, to evade pursuit or to secure 
concealm ent.
